Further insight into Greenbelt Homes, Inc. budget problems 
for 1972 was gained at last Thursday's special board meeting. 
First-round drafts of the budget prepared by management indicate 
anticipated increases for almost every major item, with the largest 
dollar increases occurring in taxes, heating, structural and grounds 
maintenance, capital improvement loan payments, trash collection, 
and water costs.

At the October 28 meeting, the 
GHI board will entertain sugges¬ 
tions as to how budget costs can 
be trimmed and the public is in¬ 
vited. The consensus is, however, 
that the reductions will not be 
enough to avoid the need for call¬ 
ing a general membership meeting 
to get approval for a higher-than- 
10 percent increase. 

Items Beyond GHI Control 

The reason for this pessimism is 
that so much of the budget is be¬ 
yond GHI’s control. For example, 
the tax situation facing GHI is that 
the corporation is due for a reas¬ 
sessment of its properties. In view 
of rising. home sales prices, which 
are influential in determining as¬ 
sessed valuation, the budget must 
set aside sufficient funds to allow 
for a hefty assessment increase. 
Also, allowance must be made for 
possible increase in the city and 
county property tax rates. 

Two other items beyond the cor¬ 
poration’s control are rising water 
costs and waste collection costs. 
Another item — capital improve¬ 
ment loan payments — shows 
a rise due to borrowings made in 
previous years. All these items 
alone are anticipated to reach the 
10 percent ($155,000) increase limit. 

Other Cost Increases 

In addition, the items over which 
GHI has seme measure of control 
such as heating and maintenance 
are facing increases from such out¬ 
side factors as rising fuel oil pri- 


Another discretionary item con¬ 
cerns expenditures for grounds 
maintenance. For years the board 
has been trying to upgrade its 
landscaping program. In last year s 
budget, the salaries of three new 
groundsmen were stricken as an 
economy measure. The 1972 budget 
calls for the addition of one 
groundsman. 

Resurfacing of parking courts is 
another discretionary program. No 
money was set aside in the 1971 
budget for this item. The contin¬ 
ual deterioration of the court pave¬ 
ments has led management to rec¬ 
ommend $11,000 for this item in 
the 1972 budget. 

Altogether, the structural and 
grounds nmintenance budget for 

1972 shows a prospective increase 
of $80,000.

tices, such as a trim paint pro¬ 
gram. 

Comptroller Don McGinn told the 
board that despite the wage-price 
freeze it was prudent to allow for 
some increases during 1972. The 
budget assumes a H-cent gallon 
increase in fuel oil prices and 5- 
percent increases in the cost of 
materials and utilities. Also a 6- 
percent increase in GHI salaries, 
effective July 1. 

McGinn said that the corpora¬ 
tion does not anticipate that the 
shiftover in oil from No. 6 to No. 
2 will result in the consumption 
of any more oil in 1972 than in 
1971. However, because No. 2 oil 
is more expensive than No. 6, the 
oil bill to the corporation is expect¬ 
ed to rise by $34,000. Most of this 
increase will be in the frame homes, 
because that is where the shift in 
grade of oil took place. 

Both the heating and mainten¬ 
ance budgets, McGinn said, will 
have to absorb certain increases in 
personnel costs arising out of in¬ 
creased costs for such fringe ben¬ 
efits as workmen’s compensation, 
hospitalization, and pensions.

Liquor License Denied 

The Board of License Commis¬ 
sioners has unanimously denied an 
application for a beer, wine and li¬ 
quor on-sale license for a (steak 
and ale) restaurant to be located 
on the Stidham Tire property di¬ 
rectly north of the new People’s 
National Bank on Edmonston Road. 
The property is already zoned com¬ 
mercial-office. In turning down the 
applicant, the 3-member board said 
that it would not be in the public 
interest to grant the license. 

The action taken by the board 
followed a public hearing on the 
matter on October 21 at the County 
Service Building. At that time the 
board took the matter under ad¬ 
visement after hearing testimony 
from the city, citizens, organiza¬ 
tions and the applicant. Some 30 
persons from Greenbelt attended. 

Greenbelters appearing before 
the commissioners urged the de¬ 
nial of the class B liquor license on 
the grounds that the restaurant is 
near the Greenbelt Junior High 
School, traffic congestion would be 
created and the residential nature 
of the community would be dis¬ 
rupted. 

Testifying for the city were May¬ 
or Richard Pilski and acting city 
manager, Gary Stenhouse. Other 
speakers included Charles T. Mc¬ 
Donald of Save Our Community 
Committee, Muriel Weidenfeld, 
Springhill Lake Civic Association, 
Mrs. Lil Klineberg, Elton Young, 
Springhill Lake Apartments Proper¬ 
ty Manager, Raymond Krasnick 
and Howard Rebach. 

Pilski in his statement voiced 
concern over the fact that no plan 
for the location of the building was 
filed so that it could not readily be 
determined whether the location is 
within 1,000 feet of a school. Coun¬ 
ty law prohibits liquor establish¬ 
ments within 1,000 feet of the near¬ 
est school entrance. 

Pilski also felt that the liquor 
transfer was improperly advertised 
in that the sign advertising the 
hearing was posted on a little used 
street bypass instead of on Ed¬ 
monston Road, the main access 
road to Springhill Lake. The city 
also complained it received notice 
of the transfer less than two weeks 
prior to the scheduled hearing. 

The applicants, Carl Hays, Thom¬ 
as Hays and Eugene Morrison were 
represented by Russell Shipley.
